Goebel waa not a polltlcAl 
cooAplrAcy entered Into by the lender* 
of the republlcnn pnrtTi but the work 
of An lrre*pon*lble fnnAtlc Acting on 
hi* own hook, the teitlmony Adduced 
, In the trlAl of the A»*A»»ln *u*pect» for 
bnll, entirely remove* It. ThetTnylor 
WA* At leA»t awnre of the Intention to 
gel Goebel out of the wny, If In fact he 
wa* not an Inetlgator of It, 1 * al*o 
further proven. Golden reasserted that 
he said In discussing the subject that It 
WAS Awful to think about killing men, 
but that seemed the only course to pur- 
sue and when asked to call out the 
troops, he responded ‘‘My God, you 
fellow* do something first, 1 can get 
them out soon enough." HI* own pri- 
vate secretary, McKeotlo lodd, swore 
that Youtsey, upon whom the crime 
seems proven beyond peradveniure, 
and Taylor had many conferences 
and that directly after the assassi- 
nation. Taylor and George Denny be- 
gan to send telegram* to various parts 
In the State, saying ‘‘Goebel has been 
shot and the war Is on," bring 200 or 
,'iOO men as the case might be. B. 
Matthews, ex-asslstant secreUry of 
State, deposed that at the time he Is- 
sued Taylor's pardon* to Caleb Powers 
and John Davis, he also made out par- 
dons for Charles Finley, W. H. Culwn 
and Harland Whltuker, He also gave 
convincing testimony against Youtsey 
and established the fact that the assas- 
sin fired from Powers’ office, to which 
Youuey had been given the key. After 
the shot Matthews tried to get into 
the room, but oould not open the 
door and going In through the transom 
found three rifles In It with one powder 
stained as If just shot. A window in 
the room wa* partly raised. It wa* also 
proven by Capt. Williamson, of the 
Frankfort Sute Guards, that his com- 
pany WAS In readiness for duty and re- 
sponded Immediately on call after 
Goebel was shot and took charge of 
the executive building, with orders to 
sued oft the police, thereby showing a 
preconcerted and minutely arranged 
plot. Another significant fact was that 
the Capitol square, which had for days 
swarmed with mountaineers, was bar- 
ren of them, so as to give the assassin 
a clear field for his damnable work 

jt was also shown by the production 
of message* by the telegraph company 
that not only Taylor and Denny, but 
Steve Sharp, an ex -democrat, alto sent 
requests for men to be sent at once and 
that Gen. Collier had previously ar- 
ranged with the militia officers at Lou- 
isville and elsewherejto be In readiness, 
as bis dispatch ‘‘all right" to them, at- 
tests. It was also proved that Taylor 
before the assassination asked for k 
special wire to be run Into hi* offiye 
and lequested that an operator sworn 
to secrecy be sent to use It. Collier 
Also had A box put In hi* office, saying 
bo would have a great deal of business, 
showing that be knew something was 
going to happen. It was also shown 
that a part of the plot was to kill 
Speaker Trimble and some of the 
democratic judges of the court of ap- 
peals, while Willard Mitchell was also 
marked for slaughter. Charles Finley 
was again shown to be one of the con- 
spirators and so clearly as to further 
prove that ho acted wisely In fleeing to 
Indiana and seeking tbe protection of a 
governor in sympathy with the Ken- 
tucky republican method of getting rid 
of democrats, who assert their rights. 

The connection of W. H. Culton with 
tbe crime was shown all through the 
examination. His attorney, W, R. 
ICamsey, of London, made an elotjuent 
appeal for bis admission to ball, but 
Judge Cantrlll, after complimenting 
Mr. lUmsey and expressing sympathy 
with Culton as he is a young man with 
an aflllcted wife, declined to grant it, 
■aylng that Culton’* remark to tbe 
loulsville jailer that he “wasn’t a* 
deep in the thing as some suspected,’’ 
precluded ball. He will remain in tbe 
Frankfort jail till September. The 
other conspirators, Caleb Rowers, 
Youtsey, Davis, Comb* and Whittaker 
we-euken to Georgetown, where a 
special term has been fixed fur their 
trials beginning July U. 

Thk louisvllle Times calls attention 
to tbe fact that although the railroads 
entering Louisville i^ontrlbuled 122,- 
000 to tbe Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic eotertalnraent fund In 1S95, they 
have not so far subscribed a dollar to 
tbe Confederatp V’eterans ’ Reunion 
fund this year. This Is absolutely 
mean. The G. A. R 1* supported by 
pensions, a great deal of tbe money fur 
which I* wrung from tbepockeu of the 
poor Confederates, wbo get nothing 
but what they worg for.

i LI .N’COLN COUNTY BOYS FIGHT- 
ING. 

MASit.A, Mar. 17.-We arrived In 
.Manila November 7, ixim, and until the 
last of December we had scarcely any 

thing to do but drill, and do guard du- 
ty. We are stationed on Goodlaup 
llldge, 10 miles south of Manila. From 
there wo were ordered to CalainbA, on 
I Sanauto river. We remained there 
aoraethlng like a week and were re- 
lieved by the -Jind Infantry and the 
I ;i7th was ordered to Santa Cru* on San- 
ta Cruz Lake. Calamba la about 3.7 I 
miles aouth of Manila and Santa Cruz j 
Is about 75 miles, and In the center of | 
I the losurgcnta’ foot hold of the toulb 
I line. We, the .37th, had never had any 
I engagement with the enemy until we 
arrived here but 1 don't think there 
has been a day since new year that our 
regiment or some portion of It ha* not 
been engaged. 

A few days after we arrived at Sanu 
Cruz we learned that there were quite a 
number of Insurgenta encamped at St. 
Marie, a small town on the lake aouth 
east of Santa Cruz and our battalion, 
the third, wa* ordered to gel ready 
with 200 round* of ammunition and one 
day'* ration. We went aboard the 
launchei that were waiting for u* and 
we were *oon on our way for the attack 
on St. Marie. In front of our^ column 
of lauoche* •teamed the Lagooner, a 
gun boat, that had aboard alx guns, 
three 3 2-10 and three 6-lnch gun*. It 
wa* our drat attempt to make an at- 
tack and It seemed that every one was 
in good spirit* and anxious to fire the 
first gun. When we came In eight of 
the town every thing looked quiet and 
no appearance of warfare whatever. 
We were not able to land with our 
launches, so we bad about a mile of 
mud and water to wade. Every man 
with hi* riHe, 200 round* of ammuni- 
tion and hi* ration* wa* making nl* 
way to the (bore In a fekirmlih line 
march. The enemy had made their | 
irenche* right along the shore. The 
oRicer* had discovered the trenches | 
with their field glasses but couldn't see j 
any one about them, so we continued 
our martfb and when we got In about 
700 yards of the shore they opened up 
on us and we returned the fire. Their j 
first volley went way above our beads | 
and wo were ordered to advance. Their 
line seemed a mile long or probably ^ 
longer. The volleys came fast and the 
gun boat opened fire and threw *!4 
•hots from the rear, which soon quiet- ; 
ed every thing and our march was 
quickly completed. Not a native could 
be found that was able to get away. ^ 
There were 10 killed and several 
wounded and wn only bad three men 
wounded slightly. The shells tore one 
church down, wrecked several dwell- 
ings and the 3Uih Infantry marched in 
the next morning and is doing garri- 
son duty their now. 

This was our first engagement, but 
since that time we have bad seven more 
pretty, stllT little flgbu. The people 
there think the Filllpinos don't want 
to fight, but they give us someliraes as , 
much as we want and sometimes more. I 
Company L, our com(>aoy, were out the 
14ib on a scout and ran Into about 200 
natives. They began to fire from both 
side* of the road and we killed 10 and i 
captured some of their guns and ammu- j 
nitioo. They have some Mauser guns. i 
but the principal part we got were sin- | 
gle and double barrel shotguns. | 

David V. Kennedy was shot through 
the hip with a slug or large ball of some | 
kind and has a daogerous wound, | 
but the doctor says be is getting along : 
very well. Lt. Miles was In command ! 
and thinks Newton Wells killed the j 
Filllpino that shot Kennedy. Wells | 
killed one and got his gun and nola all 
right enough. We have several times' 
been marching aloug in columns of j 
fours and would oe fired on from the : 
bushes, probably from 200 lo 300 Would 
be lined up and fire on us from places ; 
that we couldn't make any charge on 
them. They have ail advantage of us, : 
only they don't have as good guns as 
we have. ^ 

The rainy season ceased here about 
the 20tb of November and will com ; 
raence again about the 20th of April, | 
and I feel coLlldent that the 37tb will 
stay the full time and when the war 
will close is uukoown. I think as long , 
as there are Filllpinos here there will i 
be lighting. It will be as impossible to ^ 
get the Filllpinos to live under Amerl- 
I can laws as It was the Indian, fur they 
I are all the same race of people. Tbelr i 
I religion Is Catholic, but It Is ditTerenl i 
from the Catholic of America and any 
one can see that they are determined. ' 
( )ur commanding officer told the (leople i 
of Santa Cruz to go ahead and make j 
their laws and thn U. S. boys would ; 
protect them from the insurgenu or 
any coming enemy and they told Ytim 
they oldn’l want American protection, 
that tbelr feelings were with the lusiir- 
gents; while they bud not raised arms 
•till they favored the Insurgents. And 
when peace and harmony reigns here 
It will be when there Is no Filllpino or 
no American, for they both can’t live 
in harmony together.
